for Bishops.

N e w Y o r k city, has been discuss­ 
in g, in secret, the a d visa b ility of 
establishing a 
canon p ro h ib itin g 
the rem arriage of divorced people, 
no m atter for w h a t cause the di­ 
vorce w as granted. 
B isliop E . R . 
A t w i l l of K a n sas C it y , in a recent 
in terview , expressed his opinion as 


f o l l o w s : ^ 
“ I favor the proposed m odifica­ 


tion of the existin g canon relating 
to m arriage and divorce insom uch 
as it renders the in terpretation of 
the canon clearer and g ives to the 
bishop some discretionary pow ers 
in regard to the p en alty— that is, 
to the adm inistering of the sacra­ 
m ent. 
B u t I do not accept section 


3 o f the report subm itted b y the 
joint com m ittee on the revision of 
the canons, w h ic h says : 
‘ N o m in ­ 
ister of this church shall solemnize 
the m arriage of either p arty to a 


divorce during the lifetim e o f the 
other p a r ty .’ 
“ W h ile I am un alterably o p p o s­ 
ed to divorce, excep t on the groun d 
o f adultery,|I do not th in k that the 
innocent party should be m ade to 
suffer. 
T h e innocent p a rty should 
be perm itted 
to m arry, 
and the 
bishop, in m y opinion, in a case 
w h ere there m ig h t exist a doubt, 
should be perm itted to exercise his 
o w n ju d gm en t in ad m in isterin g the 
sacrament.

bishop should not be bound b y the 
canon to inflict the p en alty unless 
his m ind w a s clear that the sacra­ 
m ent should not be adm inistered.
